noon the Knglish fleet wag sighted mak- 
ing directly for the harbor of Tripoli. 
Five big ironclads, the Victoria, Cam- 
perdown, Edinburgh, Nile and Kan: 
pareil, were drawn up in full front, the 
Victoria in the center, Ihe Camperdown 
on the left and the Edinburgh on the 
•ight. Wlu-n within live milea of shore 
Vice Admiral Sir George Tryou signaled 
lo turn and form in double line.

These Germans who appear to have 
preserved, in their integrity, the ancient 
virtues of the Teutonic race, would 
doubtless make excellent sottlerB in the 
United States, where multitudes of 
their , kindred aro flourishing nnd earn- 
ing the high wages of protected Amer- 
ican industry.
